Signor Buceioeo, a gentlemu i who halls 
from Genoa, is visiting tl • city for the 
purpose of iutroduciug a new system of 
embalming, 

"You may hardly c:tdit it, remarked 
the professor, on being quizzed. " hut the 
idea of a final decomposition of the body 
Is a thing of the past. A complete revo- 
lution has already begun which bids fair 
not only to abolish the cemeteries of the 
country, but give to art much that the 
grave robs. The veins of the bodies sub 
milled to our treatment arc charged with a 
mineral which not only — by it.s chemical 
action — changes the veins into bard stone, 
but before coining entirely ossified has the 
same effect upon all the surrounding 
tissues. In other words, it is simply a 
rapid process of petrifaction or marblcizing 
of the llesh and veins ami tissues. The 
idea was first discovered iu Genoa by a 
friend of mine, a chemist, who has already 
utilized Ihe idea by marblei/.ing a number 
of animals ami placing them on his lawn.

Our esteemed morning contemporary in 
venting his opinions, a week or two ago, 
on the subject of the respective rights of 
the provincial and Dominion governments 
to the minerals within the railway bolt, 
contended that they belong by right to 
the Dominion, and should bo handed over 
to it without reserve. His assertion was 
that when thoso lands wore ceded to the 
Canadian government the minerals were 
granted too. He showed entire ignorance 
of tho subject, and of all precedent. Pre- 
cious metals are never included in a grant 
of land unless specially mentioned 
These mines were never ceded away, and 
it is surprising to tiud ft local paper that 
should uphold the interests of the pro- 
vince bo eager to ding them into tho lap 
of tho Ottawa government without a 
single effort to preserve thorn;— that is, it 
would bo surprising if wo were not ac 
customed to this line of conduct on the 
part of our contemporary. Patriotism, 
like charity, should begin at home. If a 
man is zealous in defending his own tire- 
aide and his own town he is not likoly to 
fail when called upon to defend his coun- 
try. Wo are none tho less loyal to the 
Dominion government and to the Crown 
because we look after the interests of 
British Columbia. Liut our conteinpor 
ary servilely fawns at the foot of tho Ot- 
tawa government on all occasions 
Without any consideration for the loss to 
tho province that would result from giv - 
ing away these mines, ho would advise 
that thoy bo given up unreservedly. The 
loss to this province would bo greater 
than it first appears. Not only because 
tho revenue from licences, etc., would be 
diverted from on r treasury, but because 
tho harsh mining laws of the Dominion 
would drive miners from the country. In 
our issue of Sunday we published a state- 
ment from a gentleman who has just 
come across the mountains through the 
Kicking Horse country and the Sol- 
kirks, and he reports that miners will not 
and cannot work under the Dominion 
laws. Eastern Canada is not a mining 
country, and is not capable of managing 
this department of the government satis- 
factorily, iiuwuvei vtei] L li uy Uiny i'titu Hi 
othor ad'airs. The provincial laws, on the 
contrary, are calculated to protect and 
encourage this industry. The mines are 
one of our chief resources, and if the 
province should retain them they will 
encourage their development by offering 
every inducement and protection to men 
who will ongage in tho work. It ia 
earnestly hoped that tho provincial gov- 
ernment will not follow the advico of our 
■weak contemporary and surrender this 
valuable vantage to tho Dominion with- 
out an effort to retain it. 



DELAYED DISPATCHES. 



CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, Sept. 2'.).— Nathan 
DreyfuB, a well-known orange and lime 
peddler, among the saloons, borrowed 
§7,000 among saloonkeepors to "corner" 
limes, promising them big returns on 
transactions. He cleared §10,000 on tho 
business, and then decamped with what 
ho had borrowed and made. It is be- 
lieved he has gone to Louisiana. 

Sax Francisco, Sept. 20. —On 
an examination of the books of Isaac L. 
Lang, secrotaryof tho Independent Order 
of Chosen Friends, it was fouud that he 
was short nearly §8,000 in his accounts. 
At three o'clock this morning he swal- 
lowed a vial of laudanum, and at the 
present moment is at death's door. 



THE SELECTOR OF JURORS. 



The appointment of Mr. Shakespeare, 
M.P., as selector of jurors would appear 
to please everyone but the ex-missionary. 
That gentleman, through the medium of 
his newspaper, dopreeates the appoint- 
ment of a member of the Dominion par- 
liament to a provincial position where PAY 
is attached. When did this inspiration 
dawn on tho mind of our slightly esteemed 
contemporary I When did ho first become 
convinced that it is politically immoral 
for a federul parliamentarian to accept 
money from a provincial government for 
services rondored? If a true answer were 
returned to these pertinent inquiries it 
would ba found that tho ex-missionary ex- 
perienced a change of heart in this re- 
spect about tho time ho was politically 
wiped out by Mr. Shakespeare's return to 
parliament two years ago. Prior to his 
overwhelming defeat on that occasion , can 
our estoomed contemporary mention a 
single instance in his own career when he 
failed to feed at tho provincial crib? Did 
the fact that he was a member of parlia- 
ment act as a bar to his claiming and re- 
ceiving a commission of §(100 for borrow- 
ing §30,000 of Sir James Douglas? Did 
ho not charge and receive pay from the 
province far acting as their agent at Ot- 
tawa and London although at the samo 
time he was in the receipt of pay from tho 
Dominion? And has he not, at this pre- 
sent, an unsettled account against the 
province for pay as missionary to England 
to complain of the Dominion government's 
ill faith towards the province while he 
was in recoipt of an annual allowance from 
the Dominion? Listen to what our con- 
verted friend says of Mr. Shakespeare's 
appointment : 

"Seemingly our legislature nevor con- 
templated such a thing as a member of tho 
Dominion parliament becoming a selec- 
tor of jurors, as it ia not mentioned in the 
act." 

"Seemingly," by a parity of reasoning, 
"our legislature" luid no objection to Mr. 
Shakespeare's appointment or they would 
have prohibited it in the act. So long as 
Mr. Shakespeare's employment is not con- 
trary to public morality or law what valid 
objection can any one urge to it/ If it 
was intended to (lobar members of the 
foderal parliament from acceptng pro- 
vincial employment it would have been 
mentioned in tho Independence of Par- 
liament Act; but wo search its sections in 
vain for a prohibitory clause. Mr. Shakes- 
peare's appointment is a good and legal 
one. But, our contemporary will say, 
"the Walkoin- I'eavon- DeCosmos govern- 
ment never dreamed of appointing a mem 
her of parliament a selector of jurors." 
They certainly did not; because although 
ten years in otlice they failed to pass a 
Jurors Act. They left it for this govern- 
ment to create the act providing for the 
aeloction of jurors and the appointment of 
a seloctor. If they had had the industry 
or common sense to pass so beneficial a 
moaBure it is not tin reasonable to suppose 
or unjust to say (judging from tho way in 
which he was accustomed to gobble up ail 
tho tidbits) that the ex-missionary would 
have been tho first selector under it! 



IRELAND. 
Dublin, Sept. 19. — Tho lord-lieutenant 
of Ireland has prohibited tho nationalist 
demonstration announced for Liarradow, 
County Kerry. 

ITALY. 

Rome, Sept. ?.0. — Tho Popo in token of 
his affection for tho Romans has granted 
§'200,000 for tho establishment of a hos- 
pital in the vicinity of the Vatican in the 
event of an outbreak of cholera in Rome. 
His Holiness promises to visit tho hos- 
pital personally. 

FRANCE. 
Paris, Sept. 20. — Admiral Courbet, 
commanding the French forces in Chinese 
waters, finds his position in regard to tho 
right of neutrals so embarrassing that ho 
has telegraphed to Admiral Peyron, min- 
ister of marine, for advico as to what 
course he shall adopt. 

EASTERN" STATES. 

Chicago, Sept. 20. — Isaac Jacobson, a 
Finnish sailor, was hanged here at noon 
to day for the murder of George Bedell, 
his employer, last April. He shot his 
victim without warning, and gave as a 
reason that Bedell owed him a dollar, 
which he refused to pay. 

Fifteen liundrod people, principally 
socialists, held a mass meeting in .Market 
square to-night, and gave vent to a num- 
ber of fiery speeches and resolutions, re- 
garding the execution of Jacobson, who, 
it was asserted, would novcr have been 
hanged had ho not been utterly poor and 
friendless. A post-mortem examination 
of Jacobson's brain was demanded, in 
view of his alleged temporary insanity, to 
ascertain whether judicial murder hud not 
been committed. 

EUROPEAN EVENTS. 

'I'll*' Feeling Between Prance 
and England— -A Scan- 
dal Kevived, 

Nrw York, Sept. 1-1. — -A Times' Lon- 
don cable special says: Paris is given 
over to a delirium of English denuncia- 
tion, from which not even the gravest and 
wisest seem able to escapo. Articles are 
daily printed over signatures which the 
whole world respects, breathing vengeance 
and slaughter. Among many others a 
former minister and vice-admiral pub- 
lished a letter showing how England can 
best be attacked and mapping out cam- 
paigns for a war. Tho English papers 
say less now than they said a week ago, 
but the English people are very angry, 
and it would tako only n slight hitch in 
Egyptian affairs or an injury to English 
interests in China to raise the biggest kind 
of a war cloud there. 

The unpopular Grand Duke of Hesse 
having been invited over to spend six 
weeks at Balmoral, there is a revival of 
the English disgust with royal scandals. 
Mino. Kalomine's determination to tight 
her case in tho courts is final. She has 
refused all bribes, and has returned tho 
first installment of her allowance She 
has retained tho beat lawyers in Baden, 
and the ease will begin on Octobor IGtk, 
when revelations showing English royal 
interference are expected. They promise 
to be especially unpalatable to the Eng- 
lish people.

The evil of perjury has grown to such 
an extent in Germany as to cause the 
Prussian minister of justice to recommend 
to the German Parliament a variety of 
measures, calculated to increase both the 
solemnity and efficacy of the oath. Mr. 
Munckel, a leading member of the legal 
profession and a member of parliament, is 
strongly in favor of having the oath ad- 
ministered to witnesses subsequent to their 
deposition in court. He goes so far as to 
say: "An oath, when administered pre- 
viously to deposition, in cases where a 
lapsus lingua; has occurred or whore a 
timid person, owing to a defective memory, 
has made an erroneous deposition, but on 
finding out that ho has done so, cither 
from fear or ignorance of tho fact that a 
careless oath, if timely rectified, is not 
punishable, adheres to his sworn state- 
ment against his better knowledge -only 
has the effect of milking tho carelessly 
sworn statement a perjury to all intents 
and purposes." 

The smallest midget yet heard of died 
last month at Birmingham. The child, at 
the age of six weeks, was nine inches long, 
weighed ten ounces and >vas perfectly 
formed. The mother had let it to a show- 
man for a couple of weeks, for which she 
received 30 shillings u week. One day the 
midget was taken with a fit and died be- 
fore medical assistance could be obtained. 
Tho corner held an inquest and it was 
shown that the mother was in the habit 
of getting drunk, paid no attention to her 
little one, but spent tho money she got 
from the showman for liquor and that the 
child was exhibited every li v o minutes 
during the day, except when it had a rest 
at dinner and tea times. The unnatural 
mother regretted the death of the child, 
but wanted to sell the corpse for $20, but 
tho coroner said ho would soo to it that 
the body was not made a market of and 
that it had a proper burial. The jury 
censured the ' mother for her cruel con- 
duct.

Toronto, Sept. 12. —A true bill was 
to-day returned against the lads Charles 
Thompson and Perry Read, who, a couple 
of months ago, while playing lacrosse 
came into collision with other juveniles, 
and it is alleged caused tho death of 
Charles Martin, a boy about their own 
ago. It was stated at tho inquest that tho 
latter was cruelly beaten. 

Toronto, Sept. 13. — An attempt on tho 
part of a coal-dealer to secure the favor 
of an advantageous customer by offering 
a winter supply at a low rate, has raiseil 
the ire of the ring, and the enterprise was 
quickly suppressed. The combination 
mot last night, and as a result, it is pos- 
sible that prices will rise next month. 

Tho<i. T. II. are asking for 1,034,000 
ties, and rumor has it that the Western 
Division is to bo double-tracked. 

Richard 11. Simmons, a traveler of the 
large jewelry firm of Creeland it llatte- 
gay, was to day charged at the police 
court with having forged and uttered a 
bond for $1 ,000, purporting to be signed 
by Mary Atkinson Simmons; ho placed 
the document in his employer's possession 
in February last as security , and the fraud 
was discovered only recently when other 
crookedness camo to light. 

The indictment against Mr. Thompson, 
the late secretary treasurer of tho I'ark- 
dale School Hoard, who was charged with 
embezzlement, was last evening thrown 
out by the grand jury, as there was no 
evidence to show dishonest intent. 

London, Sept. 12. — This morning about 
seven o'clock a lire broke out in .1. D. 
Qillis' store at Duart, consuming the 
building and stock. The tire getting 
under such headway before being noticed 
t was impossible to save an article. Dr. 
Leitch's residence, adjoining it on one 
side, and C. El ford's on the other, were 
also burned to the ground, but by ener- 
getic work by the villagers tho rest of the 
place was saved. Dr. Leitch's loss is 
about £11,000, insured in the Huron and 
Middlesex Company of London for £800. 
Mr. tiillis' loss will bo heavy, insurance 
not known, as at present Mr. Gillislies in 
a precarious condition, the heat and ex- 
citement having completely prostrated 
him. 

HAMILTON Sept. 12 —About live o'clock 
this evening freight train No. 3(1 was 
coming east down tho grade between 
Capetown and Dundas, when tho three 
j last cars jumped tho track and were 
wrecked. Conductor Turnbull, of Lou- 
don, was killed, and brakesman Thomas 
Smith, of Hamilton, was injured, it is 
feared fatally.

Montreal, Sept. 12. — A resident of La- 
chine, while digging a well, found a flint 
pipo-head beautifully carved. It is tho 
work of Indians and is supposed to have 
been in the ground for centuries. 

A young man of Ottawa was set upon in 
broad daylight on Craig street and robbed 
of a gold watch and $250. 

Yesterday throe men entered tho business 
oflicu of La Fubriquo De Notre Damn and 
made some inquiries as to the pews. Dur- 
ing the conversation one of the party asked 
for n glass of water. While tho clerk was 
getting it they made off with the cash-box, 
containing about Sl.UUU. There is no trace 
of the thieves. 

Mr. A. O. Glass, sheriff's officer, on 
Wednesday seized the stock in trade: of Vuli- 
stadou A Richardson, wagon and carriage 
builders, of Strathroy, under a writ issued 
at the instance of John Vanstadeu, whoso 
claim amounts to §13, WO, and is nearly all 
secured by a chattel mortgage for §12,000. 
The stock in trade, which consists of carri- 
ages, wagons, unfinished work, etc., not 
being found sufficient to cover the liabili- 
ties, the household ofiects of the defendants 
were yesterday seized also. Tho Federal 
Rank have since the seizure made a claim 
for $8,000 against the estate. This makes 
thu total claim so fur $22,01)0. 

Kingston, Sept. 14. — Mr. J.Oreighton, 
wnrdon of the Kingston penitentiary, 
was yesterday very seriously ill and very 
low. A couple of physicians were called 
in and he is understood to be better to- 
day. 

Montreal, Sept. 13.— About throe 
weeks ago the (J. P. R. dismissed 76 mini 
from their workshops here. To-day they 
discharged LIS more, including 9(J skilled 
workmen. 

Ottawa, Sept. Ri. — Ferdinand Lollour, 
a middle-aged man who has been em- 
ployed for some time as sexton of St. 
•lean Baptist Church, was arrested to-day 
on a charge of stealing various large sums 
of money belonging to the church anil tho 
priests. It is also suspected that it was ho 
who robbed the cash box at a recent 
church bazaar. For some time the 
clergymen in charge of St. lean Baptiste 
Church have been missing money from 
their rooms, and suspicion at last fell 
upon Lotleur, who was the only one hav - 
ing access to the premises. Yesterday 
while out! of tho priests was out for a 
short time his room was entered and IS'JOO 
stolen. The door had been unlocked and 
locked again. Detective McVoitty ar- 
rested Letlour on suspicion, and when the 
latter's house was searched the sum of 
SKiO was found, $110 of which was in 
silver and the rest in bills. 

Toronto, Sept. 15.— It will be remem- 
bered that Dr. Rowling was unseated after 
his election for South Renfrew, in February 
1883. Tho judges differed on the question 
of disqualification, Mr. Justice Cameron 
holding that he had been guilty of "corrupt 
practice" and was therefore disqualified, 
while Chancellor Boyd held that the act 
proven was an "illegal act" only, as it was, 
lie thought, "in-voluntary and excusable." 
Another election was held in January, 1884, 
at which time the conservative candidate 
presented to the returning officer a protest, 
in which he claimed the seat by acclamation 
on the ground that votes cast for Dowling 
wore thrown away because of his previous 
disqualification. The returning ollicer did 
not heed the protest and Dowling took his 
sent. Yesterday he was unseated by the 
court on the ground that he was disqualified 
when he became a candidate. 



PROBABLE ADOPTION OF SHE DE- 
SERT ROUTE PROM DEBBEH. 

The Nile Boats Condemned as 
Useless. 



London, Sept. 14. — News from Egypt 
continues to bo far from encouraging. 
Thore ia a general impression that the 
route by tho Nile will prove far more dif- 
ficult than anybody anticipated. Sir 
Samuel Baker and other professional alar- 
mists are calling for a second expedition 
by land, and tho St. Jamos Gazette inter- 
prets tho general feeling of its followers 
by scornfully describing the expedition as 
"Lord Wolseloy's wator party." 

Tho government is Bonding 10,000 
pounds of dynamite to Egypt, with a view 
of exploding a passage for the boats 
through the Nile cataracts. 

THE NILE II0ATS CONDEMNKD. 

Tho Army and Navy Gazette deolaros 
that it is the opinion of every man who 
knows tho Nile, that tho boats which have 
been ordered by tho government are use 
los3 A more wicked waste of money has 
nevor been committed. Tho monstrous 
armada is only lit for firewood. 

THE NILE AND DESERT ROUTES. 

Cairo, Sept. 14. — General Wolseloy will 
start for Assiloot to-morrow. The orders 
issued in Cairo will point towards an in- 
tention to use the desert route from Deb- 
boh to Khartoum, in caso the Nile route 
fsils. Agents are scouring upper Egypt, 
buying camels. Cver 30,000 of t.lioin will 
accompany the expedition. 

KIOUTINU NEAR SUA KIM. 

A fight has occurred near Suuklrn be- 
tween 4,000 of Osinan Digma's forces and 
1000 friendly Arabs under Mahinoud. Tho 
latter lost his son and 14 followers. It ia 
feared the friendly tribes will be driven 
to join the robeis unless tho government 
quickly comes to their Assistance. 

DIFFICULTIES OF EVACUATING KHARTOUM. 

Col. Coetlogan has arrived from Khar- 
toum. He believes tho evacuation of 
Khartoum by its 50,000 inhabitants would 
occupy two years with the means of trans- 
port which now exist. He advocates the 
Siiakim-Berber route for the relief ex- 
pedition, and thinks tho present expedi- 
tion will itself require a relief expedi- 
tion.

DUKADFUL DAKOTA. 

Not only Blizzards and Cj'«loucs 
but Destructive Whirl winds 
Invest Her. 

( Kmutford Expositor.) 
The following letter, written by a fortaer 
Brautford man to frieuds here, is interest- 
ing: 

Hcbos, Dakota, Aug. :tl), 1881. 
I must tell _\ou about our whirlwind the 
first thing. The other day it was very sul- 
try and wind from south. At :i p. m. the 
wind suddenly changed to north and cold. 
About five minutes after a whirlwind was 
seen about two miles north of tho town 
moving slowly in a southeasterly direction, 
magnificent in appearance. It crossed the 
Dakota river just east of the town, sucking 
up a large ipuautity of water— in fact took a 
drink; then moved majestically on its course 
-demolished a barn, wrecking a house in 
which were a woman and a child, bruising 
both badly — took a stack of wheat, sheaf 
by sheaf, into the air, untied it there and 
sowed wheat and straw for half a mile; 
next took a house llix'Jl, split it into kind- 
ling wood and sent it down end first into 
the ground, dotting the prairie with pickets; 
next it cleared oil' a corn patch, and con- 
tinued its course down the valley of the 
river on th;; can! aide. A ginoger nus rak- 
ing hay, saw the storm coining and ran to 
his Inane, came out and was struck on the 
shoulder by a brick from his own chimney, 
and looked around to see who struck him 
just in time to see his stable lifted and ono 
of his horses getting from under with a 
piece of the manger in tow to his halter 
strap and which the wind tried to get away, 
but the horso objected and finally got away 
with his piece of manger in good style. 
But tho wiud took another horse from the 
same stable, carried him up over 21) feet, 
turned him around until lie was dizzy and 
dumped him into the pond, considerably 
bewildered, somewhat bruised and neighing 
furiously. The wind took all the water there 
was iu the pond and went on its way 
rejoicing. So did tho horse, and tho 
granger says that his meadow was swept 
as clean as if it had been done with a — a 
—cyclone. Twenty- five miles south oast 
of this placo a man and two mules were 
killed. Reports id heavy damage further 
on ita track are coming in, but 1 think 
them somewhat exaggerated. When I 
left this neighborhood its track was only 
fifty feet wide, and going so slow ly that a 
horse and buggy could havo kept up with 
it, but it evidently gained both in width 
and speed further on. Uf course ono 
hears all kinds of stories about its capers. 
Ono of these, for which I think there is 
8iimu foundaeion, is to tho effect that it 
took a house, and about COO lbs. of butter 
jarred up in tho centre of the collar, but 
left two women who had hidden in thu 
cellar. Now what on earth a well-regu- 
lated whirlwind could want with COO lbs. 
of jarred butler is more than I can im- 
agine. Kind, certainly, to leave tho wo- 
men, yet nevertheless in very bad taBte 
indeed, especially if they were at all gocd 
temperod. 



III! WAS QUEEH. 

The First I„j 'itching on the 
niuscleshcll— -An Eccen- 
tric Subject. 

A Lewiston, Meagher county, corres- 
pondent gives the following account of tho 
first one of the lynchinga by cuwboya in 
that section of tho country recently. The 
incident and description would answer 
well for one of Bret Harto's sketches. 

When the cowboys were two days out 
they camo upon an humble cabin, situated 
near tho Muscle-shell, not far from its 
mouth, around which were picketed a 
Bcoro of stolen animals. None of the 
party knew tho man, who came to the 
door, and his protestation that he was a 
square settler found aome credence at 
6rst. lie was of middle ugo, with grizzly 
hair and whiskers, and hud an easy and 
listless bearing. He steed m the doorway 
of lua cabin eyeing his visitors sharply, 
bat making no move and giving no evi- 
dence of great concern. Failing to answer 
satisfactorily the questions that were put 
to him, and not being able to explain Ilia 
possession of the stolen stock, he was in 
formed by Ilia visitors that they believed 
him to bo a thief, and that they were after 
just such men as ho! He shifted his poai- 
tion from one side of the door to the 
othor, and, leaning heavily against the 
frame, said ; 

"What I havo told you is nevertheless 
true. I bought the horses. I have lived 
hero two years, and have seen lots of you 
fellows. I never stole a horse." 

The boys parleyed awhile. They knew 
most of the horse-thieves by sight, if not 
by name, and not one uf the iu had ever 
seen this man before. Some of them 
wore iu favor of letting him go, but others 
said this is a business trip, and the evi- 
dence was conclusive enough. He had a 
lot of stolen horses, and the probability 
was that he helped steal them, He was a 
good enough thief to begin with, some one 
said. If the man standing carelessly at 
his door hud watched them closely, as 
perhaps ho did through his half -closed 
eyes, he couIU have seen a rope iu one 
man's hands, and another man climbing 
a tree which, growing only a few feet 
from his door, spread its brunches over 
the roof of his weather-blackened home, 
j Tho cowboys dismounted. The rope was 
thrown nvvr a limb. The man in the tree 
jumped down, leaving a dangling noose. 
Two of the lynchers stepped to the open 
door and took the man by either shoulder 
and led him unresistingly down the little 
beaten path. One threw his old slouch 
hat oil' and the other put the noose about 
hia neck, drawing it tight, while three or 
four men having hold of the other end of 
the rnpn atmiped "!! one or two paces 
until the cork was without a kink. 

"If you have anything to say, " remarked 
one of the cowboys, "now is the time." 

The man looked them full iu the face for 
an instant, and then, raising his eyes 
slightly to the long mountain ranges in the 
distance, as if peering beyond their peaks, 
he replied : 

"1 have nothing to say.' 1 

"Hoist away there, then." 

The boys who had hold of tie- rope 
pulled steadily and all together, raising the 
man by the neck about two feet from the 
grout id. 

Then, fastening their end of the rope to 
the trunk of the tree, they mounted their 
horses and rounded up the stolen animals. 
They camped that night near there, and 
tho next morning they rude by the little 
bouse whose former tenant was banging 
lifeleSB in the shade of the big true. The 
door was still open as be had left it. One 
of the party dismounted and entered. He 
found an old stove, a bed neatly made, a 
few books, and two or three old daguerreo- 
types. 

"If he was a thief he was a queer ono," 
they all said; "but he was a thief, of 
course, or how did he get tho horses'.'" — 
Helena Independent.

I'OIMOi\KI> BY K.VI'IMU CAN- 
NED SALJflON. 

A New York Family Nearly 
Killed— l>iflcrciil Theor- 
ies Advanced. 

Nkw Yoiik, Sept. 18. — A family of four 
wore taken ill yesterday, with symptoms 
of metal poisoning. It was found they 
had been eating canned salmon. Tho tin 
can that contained the salmon boro a label 
with the inscription "Columbia River 
Salmon, Eureka Packing Company," and 
the San Francisco agents' name. It had 
been purchased by the grocer at a down- 
town wholesale grocery. Many cases had 
been sold and no one hnd com plained. 
Physicians expressed an opinion that this 
particular can contained bad Bah, or that 
the tin became oxydizod and poison- 
ous. 

A. L. Carey, grocer, who sold tho sal- 
mon, aaid: "I bought that salmon two 
weeks ago from a prominent wholesale 
grocer hero. It is the best in tho market. 
It is put up by Seotchler & (Jibbo, San 
Francisco, and called "Eureka brand Co- 
lumbia river salmon." You cannot make 
me believe it was poisoned. 1 eat it 
every day, myself, and sell largo quanti- 
ties of it daily to customers. I never 
heard of any one being poisoned by it- 
There is something behind this thing. 
Several neighbors hinted to me yesterday 
that Mrs. Mack poisoned horsolf. 1 
would like to havo an investigation 
made. " 

EL M. Anthony, agent of tho Columbia 
lliver Salmon Company said: "I intend 
to aend up this morning and investigate 
this ease. I do not believe there was any 
metallic poisoning about it. Occasionally 
a caroleas grocer may sell b punctured can 
to a customer. An air-hole in the tin 
causes what wo call "swell." Thoru are 
two kinds of "swell," wet and dry. The 
v/ot swell is where the hole is a large one, 
and the contents boconio putrid and unlit 
for table use. Poor families aro not apt 
to ho fastidious, and are undoubtedly 
mado aick by eating salmon in this condi- 
tion. Cases of this kind occur yearly, in 
the various departments of canned goods. 
Depend upon it, an investigation will 
provo that metalio poisoning had nothing 
whatever to do with this case. " 



Early Vaiiibties ok Ookn. — In many 
localities there are again doubts whether 
the later planted corn will ripon. This 
will stimulate inquiries for early varieties 
anothur season. Farmers who havo early 
corn can materially improve this val- 
uable characteristic by selecting tho oars 
that aro first ripe, two or threo weoka bo • 
fore the crop is ready to harvest.
